"Most certainly; a n d I am very desirons oE inviting 

Candidates for our service who will calcnlate a little what 

raJly should seek after. It seems to me, for example, a perfect- 
ly reasonable thing for a man to a$k himself, What chance have I, if 
X go into the work of The Army, of doing well enough to come really 
to the front? And the more anyo ne looks into it, the. more he must 
be impressed with the fact tbat tb cre is no career with so promising 
an outlook as that of the devoted Salvation Army Officer. 

"Where, for example, can any ordinary man see such a prospect 
Of getting a great number of capable people under his command as in 
The Army? Just think, for instance, of the position of an Officer vyho 
goes into a Targe manufacturing city, and has even, let us say f only 
fifty devoted Soldiers ready to help bim arouse th.3 population!" 

"Gut I suppose, General, those who begin to think of their pros- 
pects mean something beyond the Command of Corps?" 

"Weil, and if they do so, there is the simple fact that so rapidly 
does The Army develop that one Officer in every ten becomes a Staff 
QBiecr, which means tbat the one is considered capable of leading 
other Officers." 

"Many, I am afraid, General, are tempted to fear that they will not 
get enough to live upon!" __™__^ 

VITAL QUESTIONS AND THEIH ANSWERS. 



'"Yes," and that, of course, is a matter of their ovtfn personal faith 
in God, Those who are really faithful 10 Him can always be certain 
that He will look after them.

Bui if they are content with just so much of home ?» is needful to 
keep ihcm in good fighting: conditio^ what happy homes our Offi- 
cers arc able tn form everywhere !" 

"Some may perhaps be leaning in these days towards mental' im- 
provement. General?" 

"Vcs, I know that to be so, Bv.t where in the world can they find 
anything so developing to all the powers of mind as well as body as 
Offieership in Tbc Army? There ts not only all that wc arc at present 
doing, and which calls for all the powers of every Officer, but there is 
any arnonnt of room to widen out in every direction' Think of all the 
conntrics we are already at work in, (he J^nguages that, arc required, 
and the many that must yet be learnt if we are to extend still further. 
And then i"t Is not on]y in the way of our present work, but of all the 
developments wc must yet £0 in for. Somehody was telling mc the 
other day tb3( we have already some thirty doctors amongst us; but 
wc shall need before very long I knOw not how many if we are really to 
meet in any reasonable degree the calls for their help which are sure to 
come to us :u connection with our v-'ork amidst the millians of Asia or

the artists we need, to put before the people of every land the great 
truths we represent, in pictures as well as in print!

The city we now eall Salonlea has 
had a continuous history for more 



than 2,500 years. Even before It 
'was refonnded and renamed by 
Alexander tbe Great, In the year 3tG 
B.C. a city had existed on thin beau- 
tiful guar, - racing mighty Mount 
Olympus. Eui llu Iuiu^ii btatory 
datea from this year, when- Alex- 
ander rebuilt it and called It Thessa- 
loalca, aPter his sister, the wire of 
Cassandcr. , lMl 

It was a great city, with ita harbor J* r S 
full of shipping, its whlt« houses rift- 
ing in tiers, one above another* from 
the edge of the water to tho Butumlt 
of the acropolis bebl-u the city, and 
around att a white wall five m Heft la 
extent. Through the heart of the 
city stretched forth the great artery 
of trade, the Bgnatlan way. At the 
eastern end It p&sBCd under a magni- 
ficent marble arch, wosch waa built 
in honor of tho victory of Octavlus 
and Antony over ErutiW and ChbbIub 
lu tbe battle that tools place on the 
plains of Philfrpbi. 

Fo-rtuna tely" for Thesaalonlcn, she 
had sided with tbe . monarchists 
ng&Inst the republicans In this battle, 
and whenlt wan ovor both Antony 
and Ctte*ar visited the city and com- 
memorated their triumph by erecting 
the Arch Of Victory, which remaluB' 
to this day.
